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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. It is noted that Applicant elects Group I, claims 101, 102, 104-120 and 127-146, 
as stated in Applicant's response on 10 May 2007. Group II remains restricted for the 
reasons stated in the previous restriction. 

2. Upon further review, the claims are noted to contain distinct species. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: obtained thicknesses are obtained by executing a simulation of the operation of 
the electroplating chamber based upon a mathematical model of the electroplating 
chamber and obtained thicknesses are obtained by measuring workpieces plated in the 
electroplating chamber. The species are distinct because they do not overlap in scope 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 105 is generic. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the method to produce additional sensitivity matrices for a variety of different 
conditions (of which distinct conditions are listed in claims 1 1 1 -1 1 s). The species are 
distinct because they do not overlap in scope and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 
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5. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 110 is generic. 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the second set of deposition control parameters is used to deposit material on 
the first workpiece and the second set of deposition parameters is used to deposit 
material on a second workpiece distinct from the first workpiece. The species are 
distinct because they do not overlap in scope and there is nothing of record to show 
them to be obvious variants. 

7. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 130 is generic.
